Skip Miller, spokesperson with the Ferry Authority, reported that on Wednesday morning, January 29th, the Augusta 
Ferry found itself frozen solid in ice on the bank of the Ohio River. The day before, the ice had been drifting down the river 
with the current, however, on Wednesday it was frozen in place.

Report on the Financial Statement 

We have audited the Braeken County Sheriffs Settlement — 2012 Taxes for the period April 17, 2012 through April 15, 2013 — 
regulatory basis, and the related notes to the finaneial statement. 

Management’s Responsibility for the Financial Statement 

Management is responsible for the preparation and fair presentation of the finaneial statement in aeeordanee with aeeounting praetiees 
preseribed or permitted by the laws of Kentueky to demonstrate eomplianee with the Commonwealth of Kentueky’s regulatory basis 
of aeeounting as deseribed in Note 1. Management is also responsible for the design, implementation, and maintenanee of internal 
eontrol relevant to the preparation and fair presentation of the finaneial statement that is free from material misstatement, whether due 
to fraud or error. 

Auditor’s Responsibility 

Our responsibility is to express an opinion on the finaneial statement based on our audit. We eondueted our audit in aeeordanee with 
auditing standards generally aeeepted in the United States of Ameriea, the standards applieable to finaneial audits eontained in 
Government Auditing Standards issued by the Comptroller General of the United States, and the Audit Guide for Sheriffs Tax 
Settlements issued by the Auditor of Publie Aeeounts, Commonwealth of Kentueky. Those standards require that we plan and 
perform the audit to obtain reasonable assuranee about whether the finaneial statement is free from material misstatement. 

An audit involves performing proeedures to obtain audit evidenee about the amounts and diselosures in the finaneial statement. The 
proeedures seleeted depend on the auditor’s judgment, ineluding the assessment of the risks of material misstatement of the finaneial 
statement, whether due to fraud or error. In making those risk assessments, the auditor eonsiders internal eontrol relevant to the 
entity’s preparation and fair presentation of the finaneial statement in order to design audit proeedures that are appropriate in the 
eireumstanees, but not for the purpose of expressing an opinion on the effeetiveness of the entity’s internal eontrol. Aeeordingly, we 
express no sueh opinion. An audit also ineludes evaluating the appropriateness of aeeounting polieies used and the reasonableness of 
signifieant aeeounting estimates made by management, as well as evaluating the overall presentation of the finaneial statement. We 
believe that the audit evidenee we have obtained is suffieient and appropriate to provide a basis for our audit opinions. 

Basis for Adverse Opinion on U.S. Generally Accepted Accounting Principles 

As described in Note 1 of the financial statement, the financial statement is prepared by the County Sheriff on the basis of accounting 
practices prescribed or permitted by the laws of Kentucky to demonstrate compliance with the Commonwealth of Kentucky’s 
regulatory basis of accounting, which is a basis of accounting other than accounting principles generally accepted in the United States 
of America. 

The effects on the financial statement of the variances between the regulatory basis of accounting described in Note 1 and accounting 
principles generally accepted in the United States of America, although not reasonably determinable, are presumed to be material. 

Adverse Opinion on U.S. Generally Accepted Accounting Principles 

In our opinion, because of the significance of the matter discussed in the Basis for Adverse Opinion on U.S. Generally Accepted 
Accounting Principles paragraph, the financial statement referred to above does not present fairly, in accordance with accounting 
principles generally accepted in the United States of America, the financial position of each fund of the County Sheriff, as of April 15, 
2013, or changes in financial position or cash flows thereof for the year then ended. 

Opinion on Regulatory Basis of Accounting 

In our opinion, the financial statement referred to above presents fairly, in all material respects, the taxes charged, credited, and paid 
for the period April 17, 2012 through April 15, 2013 of the Bracken County Sheriff, in accordance with the basis of accounting 
practices prescribed or permitted by the Commonwealth of Kentucky as described in Note 1. 

Other Reporting Required by Government Auditing Standards 

In accordance with Government Auditing Standards , we have also issued our report dated October 28, 2103 on our consideration of 
the Bracken County Sheriffs internal control over financial reporting and on our tests of its compliance with certain provisions of 
laws, regulations, contracts and grant agreements, and other matters. The purpose of that report is solely to describe the scope of our 
testing of internal control over financial reporting and compliance and the results of that testing, and not to provide an opinion on the 
effectiveness of the Bracken County Sheriffs internal control over financial reporting or on compliance. This report is an integral part 
of an audit performed in accordance with Government Auditing Standards in considering the entity’s internal control over financial 
reporting and compliance.

African Americans, 
Diabetes, and Heart 
Disease: How to 
Beat the Odds 

By the National Diabetes 
Education Program article 
submitted by Donna 
Teegarden RN CDE, Bracken 
Co. Health Department 

African Americans are at 
increased risk for type 2 dia¬ 
betes, and two out of three 
people with diabetes die of a 
heart attaek or stroke. This is 
serious business. But you can 
work to beat the odds. You 
ean take aetion to help pre¬ 
vent heart attack and stroke. 

For people with diabetes, 
a key to preventing heart at¬ 
taek and stroke is to eontrol 
the ABCs of diabetes: blood 
glucose (“sugar”), blood 
pressure, eholesterol and stop 
smoking. A is for the A 1C, a 
test measuring average blood 
glucose control over three 
months. B is for blood pres¬ 
sure. C is for eholesterol and 
“s” for stop smoking. 

Take eontrol. Ask your 
health eare provider what 
your ABC numbers are, what 
they should be, and what 
you ean do to reaeh those 
goals. And during Ameriean 
Heart Month, the National 
Diabetes Edueation Program 
(NDEP) offers some lifestyle 
tips for how people with dia¬ 
betes ean help prevent heart 
attaek and stroke and live a 
long, healthy life. 

• Be physieally aetive 
every day. Playing sports, 
daneing, walking, or even 
doing household ehores help 
you lose weight and lower 
your blood pressure. Aim 
to get at least 60 minutes of 
physical activity, most days 
of the week. 

• Eat less fat and salt. In¬ 
stead of reaching for the salty 
fries, ehoose a side salad. 

• Add more fiber to 
your diet by ehoosing whole 
grains, vegetables, and 
beans. 

• Stay at a healthy weight. 
Being overweight or obese is 
a risk faetor for heart attaek 
and stroke. 

• Stop smoking. Smok¬ 
ing is one of the major risk 
factors associated with heart 
attaek and stroke. Ask your 
health eare provider for help 
to quit. 

• Take your medieines 
as preseribed. Also ask your 
doetor about taking aspirin. 

• Ask for help. A little

UK announces 
Fall 2013 Dean’s List 

The University of Ken¬ 
tucky has released its Dean’s 
List for the Fall 2013 semes¬ 
ter. A total of 5,887 students 
were recognized for their 
outstanding academic per¬ 
formance. 

Bracken County stu¬ 
dents named to the Dean’s 
List were Shelby Hamilton, 
Kayla Hicks, Rebecca Jew¬ 
ell, Andrew Jones, Kelly 
Jones, and Patton Kern. 

To make a Dean’s List in 
one of the UK colleges, a stu¬ 
dent must earn a grade point 
average of 3.6 or higher and 
must have earned 12 cred¬ 
its or more in that semester, 
excluding credits earned in 
pass-fail classes. Some UK 
colleges require a 3.5 GPAto 
make the Dean’s List. 


With more than half of 
state government’s revenue 
dedicated to education, it 
shouldn’t be a surprise that 
many of the bills considered 
by the General Assembly ev¬ 
ery year are also centered on 
the subject. 

That was certainly the 
case last week in the Ken¬ 
tucky House of Representa¬ 
tives, which sent to the Senate 
several pieces of legislation 
designed to improve differ¬ 
ent facets of our schools. 

On Wednesday, for 
example, the chamber ap¬ 
proved my House Bill 154, a 
measure that would increase 
transparency within public 
school districts and stream¬ 
line their accountability. 

The transparency would 
happen by having the dis¬ 
tricts post monthly and an¬ 
nual flnancial statements 
online, with the Kentucky 
Department of Education re¬ 
viewing the latter for irregu¬ 
larities. 

Accountability, mean¬ 
while, would be boosted in 
two ways: By requiring dis¬ 
trict flnance offlcers to be 
certifled by the Dept, of Edu¬ 
cation before being hired; 
and by better specifying 
the annual in-service train¬ 
ing requirements for school 
board members and superin¬ 
tendents alike, ensuring eth¬ 
ics and school finances are 
among the issues regularly 
covered. 

In another education 
matter, but one that extends 
beyond the classroom, the 
House approved a resolution 
on Thursday that calls on the 
Secretary of State to lead an 
effort to study civic educa¬ 
tion and engagement across 
the state and report back to 
legislators in December. 

This will hopefully help 
us And ways to improve 
voter turn-out while mak¬ 
ing sure that our citizens, 
young and old alike, have the 
knowledge they need to stay 



informed. 

The same day the House 
passed this, it also approved 
a bill that would call on both 
state and local governments 
to contact citizens - and, in 
larger cases, national con¬ 
sumer credit reporting agen¬ 
cies - if their personal infor¬ 
mation had been breached. 
As we have seen in cases 
like Target, these situations 
are unfortunately becoming 
more widespread and com¬ 
mon. 

Kentucky is just one of 
four states that doesn’t re¬ 
quire government agencies 
to make these types of re¬ 
ports; House Bill 5, which 
drew more than 70 sponsors 
in the 100-member chamber, 
would correct that. 

Beyond our work on leg¬ 
islation last week, the House 
also recognized several 
groups that visited the Capi¬ 
tol. That includes the United 
874K Coalition, which rep¬ 
resents the 874,000 Kentuck¬ 
ians who have a disability; 
the Kentucky Nonprofit Net¬ 
work, which brings together 
organizations that, collec¬ 
tively, employ one in nine 
Kentucky workers; and some 
very talented artists as part of 
Arts Day last Tuesday. 

Now that February has 
arrived, the legislative pace 
promises to quicken, and that 
means your contributions to 
this process are needed more 
than ever. If you would like

Frost Seeding

The frost seeding allows 
seeds to be inter-seeded into 
undisturbed soils by scatter¬ 
ing seed on top of the ground. 
The freezing and thawing 
action of the soil works the 
seeds into the soil where they 
can germinate. In Kentucky, 
the ideal time to frost seed 
is between February 10 and 
March 1, with mid-Febru¬ 
ary preferred. It is impor¬ 
tant to consider what forage 
species can be successfully 
frost seeded. Seeding red 
and white clover is recom¬ 
mended using this method. 
While it is possible to frost 
seed some grass species, it is 
typically less successful and 
generally not recommended. 
Using this technique can re¬ 
duce machine use and seed¬ 
ing cost. Individual pasture 
characteristics should also be 
considered when deciding if 
frost seeding will be success¬ 
ful on your farm. 

Seeding nitrogen-fix¬ 
ing legumes into existing 
grass stands will reduce ni¬ 
trogen fertilizer costs and 
can increase pasture yields 
and quality. Frost seeding le¬ 
gumes can be very success¬ 
ful when performed correctly 
using the best suited species. 
Red and white clovers are the 
most commonly used and es¬ 


tablish well with frost seed¬ 
ing. It is not recommended 
to frost seed alfalfa because 
of highly inconsistent re¬ 
sults. 

It is necessary to follow 
basic seeding and manage¬ 
ment guidelines for success¬ 
ful frost seeding. Having 
seed-to-soil contact is vital. 
Reduce the vegetative cover 
on the area to be seeded to 
allow more seed to reach 
the soil surface. Broadcasted 
seed needs to fall directly 
onto the soil surface in order 
to be worked into the soil 
through the freeze-thaw ac¬ 
tion that will occur. This can 
be accomplished by heavy 
grazing in the late fall and 
early winter or by mowing 
area to a low height prior 
to seeding. It may be more 
difficult to expose sufficient 
soil in existing stands of sod 
forming grasses. New forage 
variety results are available 
at the extension office.

Hunting season for 
coyotes at night opened 
Sat., Feb. 1; several 
federal areas off-limits 

A new regulation allows 
hunters to use lights to hunt 
coyotes at night in Kentucky 
from Feb. 1 through May 31 
in permissible areas. 

Hunters may take coy¬ 
otes either during the day or 
at night year-round in Ken¬ 
tucky. However, lights may 
only be used at night during 
the upcoming season. 

Hunters should be aware 
of the different regulations 
which apply to coyote hunt¬ 
ing during the day or the 
night. 

During the day, coyote 
hunters may use shotguns, 
rifies, bows, crossbows or 
air guns with a minimum 
size of .22 caliber. At night, 
however, the only firearm a 
hunter may use is a shotgun. 
Night hunters must use shells 
which contain more than one 
projectile. 

Several federal areas are 
closed to night coyote hunt¬ 
ing. These include Land Be¬ 
tween The Lakes in western 
Kentucky; Big South Fork 
National River and Recre¬ 
ation Area in southeastern 
Kentucky; and the Daniel 
Boone National Forest in 
eastern Kentucky. 

The Boone forest clo¬ 
sure includes certain prop¬ 


erties owned by the federal 
government but managed by 
the Kentucky Department of 
Fish and Wildlife Resources. 
These include Beaver Creek, 
Cane Creek, Redbird, Mill 
Creek and Pioneer Weapons 
wildlife management areas 
(WMAs). 

Other federal areas 
closed to night coyote hunt¬ 
ing include Clark’s River 
National Wildlife Refuge in 
Marshall, McCracken and 
Graves counties; Jefferson 
National Forest in Letcher 
and Pike counties; and Reel- 
foot National Wildlife Refuge 
in Fulton County. Hunters 
should verify with landown¬ 
ers any property they wish to 
hunt coyotes at night. 

State-owned WMAs are 
open for night coyote hunt¬ 
ing. Night hunting of coy¬ 
otes is allowed on private 
and other properties with the 
permission of the landowner, 
as long as there are no local 
ordinances prohibiting the 
discharge of firearms in the 
area. 

Hunters may not spot¬ 
light and shoot coyotes from 
a vehicle. People may not 
use a vehicle’s headlights or 
a light plugged into a vehicle 
for hunting. Lights that are 
used for hunting may be any 
color. 

Regulations allow hunt¬ 
ers to use decoys, mouth 
calls and electronic calls to 
lure coyotes. Unless license 
exempt, hunters must have a 
valid hunting license to take 
coyotes.

Aquarium’s Sweet Pea 
gives birth to seven pups

In a historic biological 
achievement, Newport Aquar¬ 
ium announced Wednesday 
that Sweet Pea, the first docu¬ 
mented shark ray to breed in a 
controlled environment, gave 


Breeding Program (SRBP), 
which was established in 
February 2007 with the intro¬ 
duction of what was, as the 
time, an extremely rare male 
shark ray named Scooter. The

With Sweet Pea housed 
at an offsite facility in North¬ 
ern Kentucky, the first pup ar¬ 
rived at 12:25 a.m. ET. A to¬ 
tal of three females and three 
males survived the nearly 
five-hour birthing process, 
while a fourth female pup 
did not. Newport Aquarium 
now has 10 shark rays in all, 
which is the most in the world 
from any one institution. 

Three high definition 
surveillance cameras were 
installed at the offsite facility 
earlier in the week to moni¬ 
tor Sweet Pea’s progress. 
With this technology, New¬ 
port Aquarium officials had 
the ability to remotely watch 
Sweet Pea online. 

General Curator Mark 
Dvomak first noticed the 
pups at around 5:20 a.m. 
while checking the live video 
feed on his tablet from his 
home. He immediately sent 
an alert out to the rest of the 
husbandry staff and by 5:35 
a.m. biologists were on site 
monitoring the six newborn 
pups. 

After each pup went 
through a medical examina¬ 
tion, they were all moved into 
a separate tank adjacent to 
Sweet Pea’s tank. The pups’ 
weight ranged from 2.1 to 
2.4 pounds, while their length 
ranged from as long as 1 foot, 
7.3 inches to as short as 1 
foot, 6.4 inches. 

This historical achieve¬ 
ment was made possible 
through Newport Aquarium’s 
revolutionary Shark Ray 


SRBP expanded with the in¬ 
troduction of a second female 
shark ray. Sunshine, in 2009 
and a second male. Spike, in 
2013. 

Sweet Pea and her new 
newborn pups will go on ex¬ 
hibit at Newport Aquarium 
on separate to-be-determined 
dates. 

Shark rays (Rhina an- 
cylostoma), also known as 
Bowmouth guitarfish, are 
rare and distinctive fish from 
the Indo-Pacific region. Feed¬ 
ing mostly on crabs and shell¬ 
fish, they live near the coast 
and offshore reefs in tropical 
waters. Very little is known 
about this species that re¬ 
ceives its name because their 
wide head area resembles 
a ray, while the rest of their 
body resembles a shark. 

Sweet Pea’s successful 
birthing comes on the heels of 
reports that surfaced in Janu¬ 
ary 2014 that the Internation¬ 
al Union for Conservation of 
Nature (lUCN) estimates that 
25 percent of all shark and ray 
species are at risk of becom¬ 
ing extinct. Shark rays are 
officially on the lUCN Red 
List of Threatened Animals, 
meaning they are vulnerable 
to extinction. Threats to shark 
rays include habitat destruc¬ 
tion, pollution, overfishing 
and the use of their fins for 
products including shark fin 
soup.
